banking act, perm itting national banks 
upon ratification by their stockhold­ 
ers to secure 
insurance 
under the 
State's 
supervision. 
All opposition 


to the bill iii the senate was removed 
tin* statem ent 
that another 
bill 
would 
be introduced 
within thirty 
days, which would further remodel 
the banking act. 
This came while an 
effort was being made to definitely 
state what proportion of deposits to 
capital, or surplus, a bank woald he 
allowed to accept 
the amended hill 
leaving that to the discretion of the 
State Bank Commissioner. 
The Com­ 
m issioner 
also m ay determ ine 
tie 
m axim um rate of interest hanks may 
pay on time deposits, and loans on 
real estate may not exceed 20 per cent 
of the authorized loans of any bank. 
The State Banking Board held a ses­ 
sion today preparing for the applica­ 
tions of national banks, and took occa­ 
sion to issue a statem ent regarding 
the threatened suit of injunction in the 
m atter of national banks securing in­ 
surance 
under the State 
law. 
The 
disposition tow ard the litigation is to 
allow it to go undisturbed, as there 
Is no compulsion about national hanks 
accepting the safeguard.

tatives today. 


The point was raised 
when 
Mr. 


Tawney urged that th r house confrees 


disagree to the senate am endm ent to 


the urgent deficiency bill granting $1- 


875 to Senator John H. Bankhead for 


services as a m em ber of the commis­ 


sion. Jdr. Tawey declared that he did 


not question the motives of the chief 


executive, but insisted that his action 


was without authority of law. 


A different* of opinion was en ter­ 


tained by Mr. Crum packer (Indiana), 


who claimed the president did have 
authority to incur expenses of this 
character, and he cited the A nthracite 
Coal Strike commission. 
"Do you understand 
the 
president 
has power to commit this house to an 
appropriation in violation of law’?” in­ 
quired Mr. Livingston (Georgia). 
' No" replied Mr. Crum packer, "but 
he is not forbidden by law to appoint 
a voluntary commission to gather m a­ 
terial for his own inform ation, gath­ 
ered for the governm ent.” 
Replying to Mr. 
Fitzgerald 
(New 
York) Mr. Crum packer said he had as­ 
sumed the com m issioners had not been 
Ila id. 
"But they Lave been paid,” insisted 
Mr. Fitzgerald, "and it is possible to 
ascertain from w hat fund.” 
Mi. Tawney challenged Mr. Crum p­ 
acker on the strength of his statem ent 
to say why the governm ent should pay 
the expenses of the commission, but 
Mr. Crum packer asserted that he was 
not claim ing 
that 
the 
governm ent 
should pay these expenses. 
Law and Paying Expenses. 
“As a m aL er of fact,* retorted Mr. 
Tawney, “these expenses have not been 
paid, and can not be under any law 
now in force.” 
Mr. Undewood (Alabam a) did not 
think the House should m isjudge one 
of its old m embers. 
Congress, he de­ 
clared, ha dno authority to lim it the 
executive power, and insisted th at the 
president had the power 
to 
appoint 
com m issioners whenever he saw fit. 
He adm itted, however, that Congress 
coupld object to any claim for pay of 
such com m issioners, but th at the pren- 
d^nt’s supposed violation of law’ was 
another m atter. 
The appointm ent sought Mr. Bank­ 
head while he w as out of congress, 
said Mr. Underwood, because he had 
been experienced as a mem ber of com­ 
m ittee on rivers and harbors, and the 
president, knowing

Bankhead's 
financial condition, had promised him j 
reasonable com pensation for his ser­ 
vices. On these conditions, he said, 
Mr. Bankhead accepted the appoint­

Mr. Tawney asserted th at if congress 
pays the claim virtually it would be 
acquiescing in the unauthorized crea­ 
tion of the commission.

Famous Women of Japan. 
Women played an important part in 
the early history of 
Japan. To 
a 
woman, the Empress Jingu 
belongs 
-the glory of the first conquest made 
by Japan, that of Korea, A. D. 201. 
Dressed as a man. she led her fleet 
over the unknown 
waters, 
across 
which she alone believed a country 
lay to the westward. 
“If we succeed,” 
she said to her chiefs, “»he glory will 
all be yours. 
I will be responsible for 
the infamy of a possible defeat.” The 
Koreans laid their wealth at the feet 
of the conquerors and the king swore 
that so long as the stars shone and 
water ran down hill Korea should be 
faithful to Japan. 
This achievement 
of the empress gave rise to the boast 
of the Japanese, "The arms of Japan 
shine beyond tin* seas.” 
But the 
most important fruit of her victory 
was the introduction of 
Buddhism 
from Korea, as well as Asiatic art, 
science, medicine, 
and 
literature. 
Jfngu, however, was never actually 
proclaimed head of the empire. 
The 
first female ruler was Suiko, and since 
her time eight empresses have gov* 
erncd Japan, some of them with grea* 
wisdom.

The general court of M assachusetts 
bought four brass cannon in 1766 for 
use of the Boston artillery.

the “Hancock” and the “Adams.” The

peace they were kept in a gunhouse at 
the corner of

streets, Boston. 
Early in 1775—or, as 
some say, 1774—the canny natives, at a 
m oment when all the B ritish guard 
were parading on the Common, laid 
hold of the guns and secreted them in 
‘‘M aster Holbrook’s Schoolhouse.” On 
discovering

the ’ guard 
searched the schoolhouse, but did not 
find the guns, which were in a wood­ 
box on which M aster Holbrook was 
resting his lame leg. 
Next day the 
guns were spirited across the river in 
a load of hay. 
It is understood that in all the Amer 
icans had half a dozen sim ilar guns 
in the so-called Bunker Hill fight, but 
the “Adam s” and “Hancock” could not 
have been of their num ber, since they 
were returned to M assachusetts after 
the war by order of congress and with 
this inscription under the state coat 
of arm s: 
“Sacred to Liberty.” 
This is one of four cannon which 
constituted the whole train of field a r­ 
tillery possessed by tbe British col­ 
onies of North Am erica at the com­ 
m encem ent of the war on the 19th of 
April, 1775. 
This cannon and its fel­ 
low, belonging to citizens of Boston, 
were used in many engagem ents dur­ 
ing the w ar; the other two, the prop­ 
erty of the governm ent of M assachu­ 
setts, were taken by the enemy. 
“By 
order of the United States, in congress 
assem bled, May 19, 1788.” these two 
guns were used m any years in the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery and 
by them the “Adam s” was burst in 
firing a salute. 
By an act of the legis­ 
lature, passed February 26, 1825, the 
cannons were given to the Bunker Hill 
M onument association, and they are 
now in the upper cham ber of the mon­ 
um ent, pointing out of the windows.

The general court of Massachusetts 
bought four brass cannon in 1766 for 
use of the Boston artillery 
Two of 


the pieces were affectionately named 
the "Hancock' and the 'Adams " The 
one in question, if 
recovered, 
will 


probably be christened the "Warren " 
The fourth one has been lost 


When the Boston artillery 
were 


using them in the piping times of 
peace they were kept in a gunhouse at 
the corner of West and Tremont 
streets, Boston 
Early in 1775—or as 


some say, 1774—the canny natives at a 
moment when all the British guard 
were parading on the Common laid 
hold of the guns and secreted them In 
"Master Holbrook s Schoolhouse " On 
discovering 
the 
loss 
the * guard 


searched the Schoolhouse, but did not 
find the guns, which were in a wood- 
box on which Master Holbrook was 
resting his lame leg 
Next day the 


guns were spirited across the river in 
a load of hay 


It is understood that in all tbe Amer 


icans had half a dozen similar guns 
in the so-called Bunker Hill fight, but 
the "Adams" and "Hancock" could not 
have been of their number, since they 
were returned to Massachusetts after 
the war by order of congress and with 
this Inscription under the state coat 
of arms 
' Sacred to Liberty 


This is one of four cannon which 


constituted the whole train of field ar- 
tillery possessed by the British col- 
onies of North America at the com 
mencement of the war on the 19th of 
April, 1775 
This cannon and its fel

would, therefore have left frequent 
interstices 


The piles are on an average 13 feet 


long 
They were driven home to al- 


most 
absolute resistance—I e, till 


they yielded only one millimeter to 
each blow from a weight of 570 pounds 
raised four feet six inches They are 
calculated to have a carrying power 
of 90000 tons 
The weight of 
the 


tower they are to support is estimated 
at 20,000 tons, allowing for hollow 
space 
At the angles the piles are in 


contact with each 
other, elsewhere 


they average a dozen to the square 
meter, the total enlargement of the 
foundation area amounting to 240 
square meters 


The pile driving was completed on 


October 8, 1904 Then came an at- 
tack upon tbe old foundations, con- 
sisting of a cut made eight feet deep 
all around, so that tbe new platform 
could be knitted to the old 
Then on 


top of this new platform massive 
blocks of Istrian stone, cut In parallel 
opipeds, were carefully cemented to- 
gether 
These Istrian stones, noted > 


for their fine grain, are in 11 courses, 
and enter the old foundations to the 
depth of six feet six 
Inches, 
the 


largest blocks being nine feet nine 
inches in length and four feet seven 
inches In width 
The new shaft is 


thus being raised from what is practi- 
cally a new platform, the weight of 
which is partially borne by the
